of the noncompliance. However, no such copy was attached to the Notice. Applicants contacted 
the OIPE and found that the sequence listing is indeed in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .822 and/or 
1 .823. In addition, Applicants hereby submit a copy of an email from Anne-Marie Corrigan from 
"STIC" sent to Christine Washington of the USPTO stating that "the SCORE-processed Sequence

Ms. Ann Johnson of Genentech just phoned the STIC Sequence Help Desk regarding the Notice 
for 10/553,491; specifically, she asked about the item on page 2 (of the Notice) stating 
that the computer readable form was non-compliant. 

I checked the 5/16/07 STIC-annotated sequence listing in IFW; although the cover sheet 
states "Sequence Listing was accepted with existing errors," the sequence listing is non- 
errored. The "with existing errors" denotes a STIC edit to the General Headers section at 
the beginning of the Sequence Listing, SCORE Support processed this sequence listing at 
the beginning of their computer readable form-processing stage; due to several 
applicant/examiner questions regarding the "with existing errors" comment, STIC 
subsequently asked the SCORE programmers to change the wording. 

Again, as stated above, the SCORE-processed Sequence Listing for 10/553,491 has no
